Late News 


The Academy Opens 


THERE ARE FEWER EXHIBITS than usual (78 
against 90 last year) in the Architecture 
Room at the summer exhibition of the 
Royal Academy (open to the public to- 
morrow, April 30, from 9.30 a.m.). First 
impression is that the standard of archi- 
tecture is higher, perhaps because of the 
large amount of collegiate work on view 
(buildings at 17 universities or university 
colleges are shown). 

The east wall of the room is taken up 
by drawings, mostly familiar, of various 
of the late Sir Giles Scott’s works, includ- 
ing Liverpool Cathedral, Bankside Power 
Station and a scheme for the Forth road 
bridge. This is a generous tribute. Among 
the drawings is A. C. Webb's masterly 
view of the cathedral showing the future 
West end, a picture fit to rank with 
Raffles Davison’s beautiful interior in the 
possession of ‘ The Builder.’ 

From the draughtsman’s point of view 
the show is dominated by Mr. Spence’s 
magnificent representations of his own 
work, though in their own ways drawings 
by Mr. Peter Sainsbury, Mr. Arthur 
Shearing and others hold their own. It 
is good to see one or two new names in 
the list of perspectivists, Mr. Roy Latham 
and Mr. Lawrence Jackman among them. 

The architecture will be reviewed next 
week by Robert Paine, ARIBA, ARCA. 


The Industry and Monetary Policy 


THE National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers have published their 
views on the Report of the Radcliffe Com- 
mittee on the working of the Monetary 
System. In their conclusions ithe 
Federation state that ‘all the experience 
of recent years shows that marked and 
sudden changes in the demand for build- 
ing work caused directly by Government 
action have harmful effects on build- 
ing efficiency and productivity, and hence 
on the cost of building to the com- 
munity. An all too common fallacy is 
that building work is like water that can 
be turned on and off with a tap.’ 

After rejecting licensing and other 
direct controls the Federation state: ‘ The 
extension of Treasury control to building 
societies and the type of control of capital 
issues recommended by the Radcliffe 
Committee, could ... result in more 
severe fluctuations in the demand for 
building work.’

A £500,000 contract has been awarded 
to Holland & Hannen and Cubitts (Great 
Britain) Ltd., for the construction of the 
new British European Airways Training 
Centre at Heston, Middlesex. The archi- 
tect is Mr. R. S. Harvey, ARIBA; the 
consulting engineers are Scott & Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick & Ptnrs.; and the quantity 
surveyors are Wakeman Trower & Ptnrs. 
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Scottish Contracting in Trouble? 


THE SYSTEM OF CARRYING OUT BUILDING by means of 
separate trades contracts is traditional in Scotland. Under 
this system the architect obtains competitive tenders for 
the various sub-trades and himself, or through a clerk 
of works, acts as co-ordinator of the assembly process. 
In this way, it is claimed, control over both price and 
quality is maintained in the interest of the client who 
also is saved the builder’s profit such as would be added 
under our English contracting system. That such a plan 
should have persisted so long is a token of its validity. 

The article from our Special Correspondent which 
appears on page 831 indicates that there are signs that 
the method is in danger of breaking down. While there 
are other factors which contribute to the situation, the 
main one would appear to be that the architect increas- 
ingly is finding difficulty in co-ordinating the work of the 
sub-trades and ‘ is letting his heritage go to the consulting 
engineer on the one hand and the main contractor on the 
other. He is neglecting his position and in the process 
is allowing a perfectly efficient and economical system 


to go to the wall in favour of a more costly system which 
at the most may save the architect a lot of work but 
certainly not his client any money.’ Our correspondent 
adds that the general contractor now obtains prices for 
the sub-trades and on occasion is not above hawking the 
sub-contract round to secure benefit which is not passed 
on to the client. 

These are hard words. Are they justified, and if so, 
how can the situation be improved? First, it may be 
thought that a drift away from the traditional system, by 
reason of the growing complexity of modern construc- 
tions, is inevitable. There is an insufficiency of architects 
and clerks of works able to carry out with knowledge and 
expedition a job which taxes to the full even the experi- 
enced main contractor whose job today increasingly is 
becoming that of a co-ordinator and servicer of specialist 
trades. The architect cannot be blamed that he cannot 
add to his services the general contractor’s role. 

The Scottish architect cannot escape responsibility, 
however, for the accusation that he is letting the situation 





get out of control, especially to a point where, as seems 
more than probable, injustice is being done to the 
specialist sub-contractor by reason of the main contrac- 
tor’s new-found freedom of action to play off one sub- 
contractor’s tender against another. The immediate 
remedy, our correspondent suggests, is that, subject to 
the right of the main contractor to carry out any par- 
ticular trade himself, sub-trades should tender direct to 
the architect and that nomination of those trades should 
be practised to a far greater extent than now. 

Looking to the future, there seems to be urgent need 
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that all parties in the Scottish building industry should 
sit down round a table and give serious thought to the 
manner in which the main contractor system is develop- 
ing. If, as a result, a Code of Tendering Procedure be 
drawn up for guidance, in place of the present General 
Conditions of Contract which now seem inadequate to 
cover the main contractor system, then an altogether 
healthier state of affairs could emerge, for the client no 
less than the various partners in the industry. The Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in Scotland should take the 
first step towards this desirable end. 


Spring Clean 


THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION CIRCULAR 6/60 (reprinted in 
‘The Builder’ of April 22) cannot but evoke a warm 
appreciation in all those connected with school buildings. 
The very reference in the first line to ‘ five years’ increased 
effort ’ may, we hope, indicate a welcome and permanent 
departure from the usual year-to-year programme of 
school buildings with its alternating acceleration and 
braking, leading to uncertainties and frustration instead 
of a steady continuity of effort. 

The greater part of the Circular deals with methods ‘ to 
streamline procedures’ such as acquiring sites in good 
time, deciding on architectural staffing, speeding approvals 
by certifying compliance with regulations and such 
matters which are more within the province of the Educa- 
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tion Officer. But the news of particular interest to the 
architect and builder is the tardy official recognition that 
if future excessive maintenance costs are to be avoided, 
some attention (not the same for all classes of work) 
must be paid to rising costs by a review of costs limits 
for new schools, technical colleges and other educational 
building. 

This is not to disparage the excellent job the Ministry 
have done for the taxpayer over the years in extracting 
more value for money in schools than in perhaps any 
other class of building. Whilst the announced increases 
will hardly permit a return to the previous days of lush 
finishes, they will at least bring some heart to those 
responsible for building schools for a life of sixty years. 
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LMBA LUNCHEON TO THE LORD MAYOR: Some personalities as seen by Harry Riley (see Note). 
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BY A COINCIDENCE, Friday last was a day 
on which not only was Mr. Basil Spence 
raised to full membership of the Royal 
Academy but the Order of Merit was con- 
ferred on Mr. Graham Sutherland. They 
are, of course, associated in the tapestry 
which will form the backcloth to the 
chancel at Coventry Cathedral. This was 
illustrated in colour in ‘ The Builder’ of 
March 28, 1958. The tapestry, which is 
being woven at Falletin, just outside 
Aubusson in France, by Pinton Fréres, is 
about one-third finished; completion is 
expected next year, but a trial section will 
shortly be on display at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. 

Mr. Spence fills the place among the 
Academicians left vacant by the death of 
Sir Giles Scott. This is the third occasion 
on which the mantle of Sir Giles has fallen 
on the PRIBA, the others being the suc- 
cession to Coventry Cathedral and the 
Presidency of the Building Centre. The 
ranks of the ARAs are filled by two 
painters, Mr. Leonard Rosoman and Miss 
Anne Redpath, the former a landscape 
artist and the latter one of the most dis- 
tinguished of Scottish impressionists; both 
will enrich the Academy. 


Brasilia’s British Embassy 


THE PROPOSAL made by the Architectural 
Correspondent of ‘ The Times’ that the 
new British Embassy in Brasilia (new 
capital of Brazil, officially opened last 
week) should be the subject of an archi- 
tectural competition has much to com- 
mend it. That private architects should 
have the chance of designing this impor- 
tant building is not in any way to slight 
the high standard of design which now 
comes out of the Ministry of Works. 
British architecture can do, at this 
present moment, with a ‘lift’ abroad, 
and with the advantage of a large number 
of architects who have overseas experi- 
ence, a competition for this building in a 
city much in the world’s eye could be a 
big thing for British prestige. The 
Minister of Works could well consider 
the suggestion. 


LMBA Lunch to the Lord Mayor 


ALWAYS ONE OF THE BEST building trade 
shows of the year, the luncheon given by 
the LMBA to the Lord Mayor on Friday 
last at the Savoy was no exception. A 
distinguished company, which included 
the Speaker, Sir Harry Hylton-Foster; 
the Minister of Works, Lord John Hope; 
and the Masters and Clerks of many of 
the Livery Companies associated with the 
building industry heard a stimulating 
speech from the President, Mr. Ernest J.

Productivity and Prices 


THOSE who regularly follow Professor 
C. F. Carter’s quarterly articles on ‘ Pro- 
ductivity and Prices’ will notice certain 
changes in his latest contribution to the 
series, which appears on page 824. For 
the sake of clarity the large charts have 
been made to run for six years instead 
of for eight as formerly, and the small 
charts have been shifted one year. The 
headings of the large charts have also 
been altered, and now convey the mes- 
sage of the graphs more readily. The 
most striking change here is seen in the 
chart formerly labelled ‘ Retail Prices’ 
and ‘ Building Labour per Man Hour’; 
this now bears the more controversial 
general heading of ‘The Workers’ Stan- 
dard of Living’ which is, after all, the 
information that the chart really conveys. 


Controlling City Growth 


SENHOR LUIS DE GUIMARAES LOBATO, the 
Portuguese planner, is to give a paper at 
the RIBA on ‘ Planning and Controlling 
City Growth,’ on Tuesday, May 17, at 
6 p.m. Senhor Lobato is the director of 
the Technical Division of the Gulbenkian 
Foundation and in 1954 he headed, as 
consultant to the Municipality of Lisbon, 
a study group to revise and complete the 
planning of the city. He was responsible 
until 1958 for the elaboration of the 
Master Plan for Lisbon and for the 
design of other urban schemes of housing. 
He speaks excellent English. 





WEEKS HALL is the first completed 
part of a scheme to create a new 
student residential precinct in 
Princes Gardens, Wl, for the 
Imperial College. The hostel was 
given to the college by Vickers, Ltd., 
and is named after Lord Weeks who 
was previous chairman of the com- 
pany. Weeks Hall contains 69 
students, and the complete develop- 
ment will cater for about 1,400 men. 

Generally throughout the scheme 
the halls are planned in horizontal 
layers, one floor of communal rooms 
being set under three floors of study 
bedrooms. Stairs are grouped along 
the communal floor, each one serv- 
ing 24 study bedrooms, 8 per floor. 
This unit of 8 rooms forms a ‘set’ 
with its own lavatory, bathroom and 
shower. The hall, therefore, is built 
up from the horizontal grouping of 
3-storey stacks of ‘sets’ each set 
connected by stairs to the social and 
recreational area which provides the 
point of entry to the hall. The halls 
are grouped to form slab blocks each 
2 halls long and 2 halls high, making 
possible an economical distribution 
of lifts, main fire stairs, porter con- 
trol points, etc. One such block is 
placed on each of the three sides of 
the square, enclosing the pedestrian 
precinct and making the most of the 
views on to the gardens, which con- 
tain many fine trees. A _ distinct 
architectural character arises from 
the contrast between the open 
nature of the communal gallery 
floors and the cellular nature of the 
study bedroom floors. The two gal- 
leries are recessed and glazed the 
full height, making possible open-air 
extensions of the communal spaces, 
and balcony walkways all round.

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The same levels are maintained for gallery 
floors on all three blocks. The square falls 
about 10 ft. towards south, and this additional 
depth under the south block is used to house 
the large common rooms, butteries, bars, 
refectories, kitchens, etc., which will serve 
the whole of the precinct. 

Weeks Hall acts architecturally as a stop 
to the east end of the future north block and 
its planning is therefore vertical, in distinct 
contrast to the rest of the scheme. The large 
communal rooms are on the ground floor over 
which are placed eight floors of student 
accommodation topped by a penthouse flat 
for the warden. Each typical floor is an 8- 
room ‘set’ served by a lift and staircases. 

The study bedrooms were the outcome of 
considerable research when several mock-up 
rooms were built and furnished in order to 
study user requirements in detail. The 
Weeks Hall rooms have an 1] ft. frontage, 
2 ft. wider than that envisaged for the rest of 
the scheme, and this will help to emphasise 
the individual character of this hall within 
the complete development. 

The study bedroom windows are all in 
Burma teak untreated externally and oiled 
internally; all other windows are metal, 
painted dark blue-grey. All windows can be 
cleaned from inside the building. 


The curved wall around the secondary stair- 
case is clad in precast concrete slabs faced 
with Norwegian quartz and used _ as 
permanent shuttering. 

The design of the cladding units is interest- 
ing in that the horizontal cill units also form 
the 3 ft. high back-up wall necessary to meet 
fire regulations. These units sit on the edge 
of the structural floor slab and the vertical 
units are notched into them above and below. 
There are no bronze cramps as in traditional 
cladding fixing. The units are profiled so that 
they restrain each other and bronze bolts or 
dowels key them into the structure. 

The in situ concrete flank walls have pro- 
jecting nibs at floor levels on which the L- 
shaped horizontal units sit. The vertical units 
in turn rest on these and are prevented from 
falling outwards by the horizontal units on 
the floor above. Threaded sockets were left 
in the horizontal units so that they could be 
levelled by means of eye bolts before grouting. 
When the grout was set bolts were removed 
and used again, the holes being filled. 


The elliptical secondary stairs were precast 
in flights and bolted direct to the floor slabs.

Students’ Hall of Residence,

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The Joint College and the RIBA 
An Opportunity to Experiment 


sir,—Mr. Peter Trench, in his address at 
the RIBA (‘ The Builder,’ March 25), had 
some hard things to say about the Insti- 
tute’s attitude towards joint training in 
the building industry. The leading 
article in ‘ The Builder’ of April 15 ex- 
presses disappointment with the report 
of the LCC on the same subject, in regard 
to proposals for a joint College of Archi- 
tecture and Building. 

Any large educational organisation, 
such as the RIBA Board of Architectural 
Education, has records of sound and 
progressive ideas which have been pro- 
posed and, in due course, defeated because 
they contravened some important and 
existing general policy. It is normal pro- 
cedure that the sponsors of a new de- 
velopment should then make further 
proposals and that these should be 
designed to show how the original inten- 
tion could be maintained and how, by 
certain changes in the administrative 
forms proposed, the new development 
could come into line with the major 
policies which caused its first defeat. 

A new conception of architectural 
education, related to a centre for joint 
training in the building industry, cannot 
be divorced from the consideration of 
RIBA examinations and recognition. It 
is only through the RIBA examinations 
that the architectural students in the new 
centre may become Registered Architects. 


Course Alterations Essential 


If the Regent Street Polytechnic School 
of Architecture is to be incorporated in a 
new centre of joint training, the difficul- 
ties of obtaining recognition may be 
thought to have been overcome. This is 
only true, however, if the course at Regent 
Street remains substantially the same as 
it is at this time; the RIBA have recog- 
nised the course at Regent Street and 
have delegated no authority by which the 
Polytechnic may substantially change its 
curriculum without the approval of the 
RIBA. To do so would be to risk the 
withdrawal of RIBA recognition. Yet, if 
any substantial degree of joint training is 
to be introduced, the Regent Street Poly- 
technic must make great alterations to 
its existing course. Will these. imme- 
diately, be acceptable to the RIBA ? 

It can be assumed that the RIBA will 
not be unreasonable, but it is on 
the grounds of reason that the Institute 
has always maintained that no new course 
can be recognised until it has run for 
at least one full cycle of five or six years. 
While the new College of Architecture 
and Building may consider that it is 
reasonable to suppose that the RIBA will 
continue to recognise the course at 
Regent Street, despite substantial changes 
of policy and method in the architectural 
school, the RIBA may consider it equally 
reasonable to refuse to continue the re- 
cognition given to one type of course 
simply by transferring it to something 
quite different. These considerations 
might restrict the changes which could 
be made at Regent Street to no more than 


a slight extension of the range of studies, 
leaving the present course intact. This 
would be a disappointing compromise 
between the existing system and the new 
proposals. 

In view of the RIBA’s known policies 
and the fact that it can withdraw recog- 
nition at any time, would it not be worth 
settling these points in advance? This 
suggestion is made in the belief that the 
matter cannot be settled by requesting 
the transfer of the recognition now 
enjoyed to a new and, as yet, untried 
method of architectural education and 
that we are knowingly committing the 
proposed College to a policy of com- 
promise while pretending not to notice the 
fact. It cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that many fundamental RIBA policies 
would be affected by a transfer of recog- 
nition, for their importance, as factors 
governing RIBA action, is very great 
indeed. 


An Unrecognised School the Solution? 


It is submitted here that the solution 
may lie in the establishment of an un- 
recognised school. Leaving the Regent 
Street Polytechnic aside for the moment 
and considering only an unrecognised 
school, it is possible to suggest a way in 
which new freedom of action could be 
achieved and the proposed course put into 
operation, without altering any major 
policy or standard of education within the 
RIBA. 

To begin with, it must be said that in 
existing unrecognised schools the Testi- 
monies of Study and the taking of the 
Intermediate and Final examinations vir- 
tually dictate a form and system of edu- 
cation. Representations could be made 
to the RIBA requesting that the existing 
administrative regulations, regarding the 
intermediate examinations and the testi- 
monies of study, be amended. It is pro- 
posed that the passing of the Intermediate 
examination should no longer be a pre- 
requisite to sitting for the external Final 
examinations of the RIBA. It is also 
proposed that the Testimonies of Study 
required to be submitted by candidates 
for the external Final examination should, 
in future, consist of nothing more than 
a thesis project. This project would be 
required to conform to certain require- 
ments which the RIBA would lay down. 
To meet these proposals the RIBA could 
be asked to make the necessary minor 
alterations to its examination regulations 
while in no way altering its educational 
policies and standards. 


Freedom to Experiment 


If these administrative changes were 
acceptable to the RIBA, the proposed 
College of Architecture and Building 
would be free to run the type of course 
which it has advocated. The allocation 
of time to different subjects could be 
replanned and, free from the testimonies, 
new methods of teaching could be intro- 
duced. Not having a recognised school 
in the new college seems a small price to 


pay for such freedom. The RIBA, on its 
side, would be allowing experiment to 
take place without in any way being 
responsible for it. 

It should be noted that the changes in 
RIBA regulations, suggested here, would 
affect all the unrecognised schools. Some 
of these may prefer to continue with the 
present system and, for their benefit and 
the benefit of students not attending full- 
time courses, the present regulations 
could continue as an optional method. 
This seems reasonable as the RIBA 
already offers several alternative 
approaches to the Final examinations. 

The arguments in this letter are de- 
signed to find a way in which the real 
objectives of the proposals for joint edu- 
cation can be achieved without contra- 
vening the policies of the RIBA. It is in 
our interest to avoid the possibility of 
drifting into joint education with the 
hope that some compromise solution may 
be evolved in regard to recognition. There 
is no possibility of an RIBA compromise 
in regard to its policies concerning the 
recognition of new courses and, for this 
reason, no attempt should be made to 
incorporate a recognised school in the 
new College of Architecture and Building. 

If the RIBA would not be willing to 
make the minor administrative changes 
suggested in this letter, it is fair to ask 
the Institute, and I mean the Institute and 
not the RIBA Board of Architectural 
Education, to remove a growing fear that 
RIBA policies have brought about a situ- 
ation where no change and no progress 
of any kind is to be permitted in the field 
of architectural education.

RIBA Presidential Elections 


siR,—Now that the time is approaching 
for the election of the new President of 
the RIBA, may I revive the suggestion 
that was made some time ago in your 
columns that this presidency be offered 
to a leading architect in one of the Com- 
monwealth countries? 

Her Majesty the Queen and members 
of the Royal family, the Prime Minister 
and many members of the Cabinet, also 
the last two Presidents of the Institute, 
have all made extensive tours of the 
Commonwealth countries—and on their 
return have all strongly advocated the 
strengthening of the ties with the places 
they had visited. For instance, there are 
many architects in Canada of great 
personality and charm, each with a 
background of solid architectural 





achievement second to none in this 
country, any of whom would consider it 
a great honour to be given this chance 
thus to serve their profession and home- 
land. 

In considering this suggestion, it 
should be borne in mind that it takes 
less time to fly here from Canada than 
it does to motor down from Scotland to 
London. Also that in the case of the 
unavoidable absence of the President, 
his place could be taken by a Vice- 
President as was done when the last two 
Presidents of the RIBA, together with 
the Secretary, were touring abroad. 

Another aspect of this suggestion is 


that thereby there is every likelihood of 
the status of the Institute being raised, 
first by the introduction of new blood 
to the precincts of Portland-place; and 
second in so far as the ensuing pause in 
the promotion queue of Presidential 
aspirants would afford additional time 
for each candidate to mature before 
taking up the heavy responsibilities of 
the Presidency. 

It would be interesting to ascertain 
the reactions to this suggestion from 
each of the candidates for election to 
the RIBA Council.

Obituary 
Arthur J. Hope, FRIBA 


THE DEATH OCCURRED on April 16 of Mr. 
Arthur John Hope, FRIBA, senior partner 
in the firm of Bradshaw Gass & Hope of 
Bolton, Lancs. He was 84. 

Arthur J. Hope was the moving spirit 
in a firm which, between the wars, had 
an unsurpassed record in architectural 
competitions, especially those for munici- 
pal buildings where their sheer efficiency 
of layout and planning brought the firm 
success with their designs for Leith Town 
Hall and Library (1927), Lewisham Town 
Hall (1928), Wimbledon Town Hall (1928) 
and Luton Town Hall (1930). So distinc- 
tive, in fact, was the firm’s style of 
presentation that Hope was on one occa- 
sion driven to having the whole of the 
drawings for one competition relettered, 
by reason of an acrimonious dispute in 
which the assessor had engaged him in a 
London club some days before the closing 
date. The firm won the competition! 
Other buildings executed by the firm 
included the rebuilding of the Man- 
chester Royal Fkchange (1921), exten- 


sions to the Manchester College of Tech- 
nology (1928), a church at Pendleton 
(1923), Stretford Town Hall (1933) and 
Chesterfield Municipal Buildings (1938). 
The firm also designed Bolton Civic 
centre. 

Mr. Hope joined the firm in 1892 and 
was taken into partnership ten years 
later. He became LRIBA in 1911 and 
was elected to the Fellowship in 1918. He 
was a past president of the Manchester 
Society of Architects and a former mem- 
ber of the RIBA council and of the Build- 
ing Reseach Board, DSIR.

9 per cent for other new work, 1 per 
cent for repair and maintenance, and 7 
per cent for the whole industry. Some 
remarkable increases are shown in the 
series which record the usage of materials 
in relation to labour. The price statistics 
record a small increase in the average 
cost of materials, but this is likely to 
have been more than offset by rising pro- 
ductivity. (It would be interesting, how- 
ever, to know more of the changes in 
overheads and other costs during recent 
years. Charges for maintenance and 
depreciation of plant and machinery must 
clearly have increased considerably; rising 
labour productivity is not just a matter 
of people working harder or more effec- 
tively—it also involves offsetting addi- 
tions to costs.) 

The output price indices have been 
revised, and now show a further small 
decline in the prices of building output 
during the second half of 1959. This is 
encouraging; but it will be interesting to 
know if it is a real change, to the benefit 
of owners, or a result of the necessarily 
indirect way in which these statistics are 
compiled. The falls in the output price 
indices (3 to 4 per cent from the peak, 
for new work) may be compared with the 
majestic constancy of the index for the 
general output of manufactures for home 
market sales, and with the equal con- 
stancy of the index of retail prices. 

The effects of changes in Government 
policy, now aimed at restraining the 
attempted exuberant growth of the 
economy, are still not clear. Recent 
settlements for wages and hours, how- 
ever, suggest that we shall be very lucky 
if price stability continues much longer— 
that is, unless industry shows an unusual 
willingness to absorb cost increases 
instead of passing them on. The rise in 
Government expenditure, and the support 
given to major industrial projects in 
certain areas, promise extra work for the 
building industry; the growing enthusiasm 
for the use of monetary measures is an 
unfavourable influence, for building is 
more easily affected by changes in the 
availability of credit or in interest rates 
than other industries. As usual, we must 
wait and see.

IN 1956 TO COMMEMORATE THE CENTENARY YEAR 
of the Bessemer steel making process and the 
founding of the Workington Hematite Iron 
Company Limited, HM the Queen opened the 
Bessemer Memorial School at Moss Bay, 
Workington, built by the Workington Iron 
and Steel Company branch of the United Steel 
Companies, Ltd. This school serves as a train- 
ing centre for craft apprentices. 

Within three years the workshop in the 
Memorial School was not adequate to cope 
with the success of new methods of craft 
training of apprentices using new techniques 
and machines, so the general manager Mr. 
T. S. Kilpatrick; the general works manager, 
Mr. T. Sanderson; the chief Engineer, Mr. H. 
Darnell and the Education Officer, Mr. H. 
Charlesworth, working in close co-opera- 
tion with the architects, Messrs. Johnson & 
Wright, and the quantity surveyor, Mr. J. 
Telford Hart, produced a scheme within a 
strict financial limit for the development of 
the north side of the main entrance to the 
Moss Bay works. The scheme incorporated 
a single storey workshop block and a two- 
storey dining and recreation block. 

The contractors tendering for this contract 
received in addition to the normal contract 
documents a programme of works from the 
architects covering a contract period of 37 
weeks from March 30 to December 12, 1959. 
From a tender list of five contractors John 
Twiname Ltd., were successful, and it is to 
their credit that the contract was completed 
on time, and in accordance with the pro- 
gramme of works. 

The facing materials were selected for their 
ability to withstand the severe atmospheric 
conditions and at the same time retain their 
texture and colour. The character of the 
steelworks is maintained throughout by using 
wherever possible, and clearly expressing, the 
various steel members of the building.

The workshop block is orientated north- 
south and reproduces training conditions for 
the apprentices that will be experienced later 
throughout the Moss Bay Works. Included 
within this block in addition to the general 
workshop are welding shop, stores and 
lavatories, all sections being under control and 
observation from the centrally positioned in- 
structors’ and marking rooms. The Dining 
and Recreation Block runs east-west, with 
four dining rooms and a central kitchen on the 
first floor. 

Structurally the steel frame is carried on 
concrete foundation beams and bases with 
solid reinforced concrete ground and _ first 
floor slabs. The cavity walls are faced exter- 
nally with red pressed bricks and the glazing 
is part plate glass, part grey and blue Muro- 
glass. The steel deck roof incorporating 
acoustic insulation panels is covered with 
insulated built-up roofing felt with a green 
mineral finish. The heating and hot water 
installations are of the accelerated low- 
pressure type with cast-iron sectional type 
boilers and fully automatic gas burners.

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News of the Week 


New University Proposals 


PROGRESS towards the establishment of 
new universities at Norwich and at York 
was announced last week. The plan to 
establish a university in Norwich has been 
approved by the University Grants Com- 
mittee; in a letter to Lord Mackintosh of 
Halifax, the chairman of the Norwich 
University Promotion Committee, the 
grants committee state that they have 
been authorised by the Government to 
discuss the matter with the representa- 
tives of the Norwich committee. The 
proposed university, it is estimated, will 
cost over £3m. and will take up to 1,000 
students. 

York University Promotion Committee 
has been informed by the University 
Grants Committee that the Government 
have authorised discussions with a view 
to the establishment of the proposed 
University College of York. To date just 
under £500,000 has been promised or 
given to the project by independent 
sources in York and the county councils 
of the North, East and West Ridings have 
also voted financial support. York City 
Council has yet to decide its own financial 
contribution. 

In addition, Heslington Hall, an Eliza- 
bethan mansion and its grounds, on the 
outskirts of the city, has been offered as 
university buildings and the corporation 
holds an option on a large tract of land 
adjoining.

ANOTHER step towards the establish- 
ment of a university in Kent was taken at 
a meeting of the Kent Education Com- 
mittee at Maidstone on April 25, when it 
was unanimously decided to recommend 
that the county council, subject to the 
concurrence of Canterbury City Coun- 
cil, should support in principle that the 
proposed Kent University should be sited 
at or near Canterbury.

Oxford Relief Road Decision 


OXFORD CITY COUNCIL have finally com- 
pleted a route for the inner relief road.

A 
bored tunnel would cost about £80m., but 
a further £29m. would be required to 
cover the cost of installations, terminals 
and rolling stock. 

Explaining their reasons for the choice 
initially of a rail tunnel, the Group state 
that for the transport of road vehicles 
special trains would be built. The journey 
along the tunnel would take 35 minutes 
at an average speed of 60 mph. There 
would be two separate one-way tunnels 
32 miles long, with a capacity of at least 
1,800 vehicles and 4,200 passengers an 
hour in each direction—or 70 per cent 
more than the peak volume of traffic 
forecast for 1980 on the basis of present 
methods of operation. The rail journey 
from London to Paris would be reduced 
to four hours 20 minutes. 

The estimated cost of a road tunnel 
36ft. in diameter would be £104m., plus 
another £25m. for ancillary equipment.

The 
proposed university, it is estimated, will 
cost over £3m. and will take up to 1,000 
students. 

York University Promotion Committee 
has been informed by the University 
Grants Committee that the Government 
have authorised discussions with a view 
to the establishment of the proposed 
University College of York. To date just 
under £500,000 has been promised or 
given to the project by independent 
sources in York and the county councils 
of the North, East and West Ridings have 
also voted financial support. York City 
Council has yet to decide its own financial 
contribution. 

In addition, Heslington Hall, an Eliza- 
bethan mansion and its grounds, on the 
outskirts of the city, has been offered as 
university buildings and the corporation 
holds an option on a large tract of land 
adjoining.

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Growth of Main Contracting in Scotland 


Need for Re-appraisal of a System which is not Traditional to that Country 


THE SYSTEM of main contracting, the 
normal method under which building 
works are carried out in England, is a 
relatively new development in Scotland. 
North of the border the traditional 
system is one of separate trades contracts, 
and only since the war has the main con- 
tractor system come into prominence. 
Anything new in any field of activity 
suffers from teething troubles, and it is 
suggested that the time is now ripe for a 
re-appraisal of the main contracting 
system in Scotland. 

Sufficient time has elapsed since the 
war for it to be said that this 
method of contracting has_ settled 
down under normal conditions to 
become an important feature of the 
building industry in Scotland. Certain 
defects of the system as it has come to 
operate in Scotland have become 
apparent, and an examination of the 
system in the light of experience since 
the war would materially assist the effi- 
ciency and well-being of the industry. 

The separate trades system, a system 
which has been found satisfactory over 
very many years of use in Scotland, is at 
present suffering from much adverse 
criticism mainly on the grounds of 
alleged inefficiency resulting from lack of 
co-ordination of the various separate 
trades contractors. The main contractor 
system is held up as the system to get 
the work done. ‘Give us the contract 
and we will give you the works’ could 
almost be the slogan of the main con- 
tractor. The Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in Scotland Has, I understand, 
even gone so far as to say that the ideal 
is not just the main contractor system but 
the employment of one contractor doing 
all trades himself, hardly a very practical 
possibility. 


Separate Trades System 


Dealing first of all with the separate 
trades system, no system can be used to 
the extent that this has and still is being 
used in Scotland without its having very 
definite advantages. The various crafts 
of joiner, slater, plasterer, plumber, elec- 
trician, painter, etc., are very strongly and 
clearly defined in Scotland. In the south 
many of these trades are employed by the 
general builder. This is not the general 
position in Scotland where the separate 
specialist firm, or the firm combining two 
or three trades, is normal. 

The average Scotsman with any know- 
ledge of the building industry would claim 
that this is an indication and a result of 
higher craft skill. Be that as it may, such 
separate specialist firms are accustomed 
to working together with separate con- 
tracts direct with the clitat and under the 
direction and control of the architect and 
his clerk of works on the site. 

The advocates of the _ traditional 
separate trades system in Scotland main- 
tain that where the various contractors

carry out their obligations to the full and 
the architect progresses and co-ordinates 
the work as he ought to do, a separate 
trades contract is bound to be cheaper 
and more efficient if only because there is 
no main contractor’s percentage to pay. 
This will be denied by those who see in 
the main contractor system a system 
which gets the work done more quickly 
because the architect can hold one firm 
responsible for the whole works, and 
consequently the overall cost, so it is 
argued, is bound to be less. 


Under a Cloud 


Properly operated with the contractors 
and architect carrying out the functions 
and duties expected of them the separate 
trades system can be a very economical 
efficient method of contracting, but what- 
ever the reason it is nevertheless at 
present under a cloud. The architect 
blames the difficulty of co-ordinating 
work with different separate contractors 
on one site. There are always bound to 
be one or more who let the side down. 
Firms today do not work together as they 
should. He would rather have one main 
contractor with whom he can deal than 
a miscellaneous group of firms with no 
proper co-ordination. 

The separate trades firm will reply that 
it is the fault of the modern type archi- 
tect. His father saw to it that the work 
of the separate trades contractors was 
properly co-ordinatcd. He will say that 
the modern architect is letting his heri- 
tage go to the consulting engineer on the 
one hand and the main contractor on the 
other. He is neglecting his position and 
in the process is allowing a perfectly effi- 
cient and economical system to go to the 
wall in favour of a more costly system, 
which at the most may save the architect 
a lot of work but certainly not his client 
any money. 

These may be said to be the extremes 
of the opposing views, and on the old 
adage of no smoke without fire there is 
an element of truth in each. The separate 
trades contractor has himself to blame 
to some extent for he has not always 
carried out his contractual obligations to 
the full. He might even have allowed 
his work to slide and taken men off the 
job to carry out various more remunera- 
tive private works during the course of 
the contract. The architect too would 
be well advised to examine his profes- 
sional status today with the twin pincers 
of the consulting engineer and the main 
contractor hovering over him. 

The concern of many in the building 
industry at the development of the main 
contractor system is not just because of 
the fact that it is growing in Scotland. 
While they may prefer the separate 
trades system and are sorry to see its 
eclipse on account of what they consider 
is a failure of the modern generation in 


the industry to carry it out properly, 
they would not be averse to a properly 
regulated and controlled main contrac- 
tor system. The concern arises not on 
account of the system itself but because 
of the way in which it is developing in 
Scotland. 

Architects are feeling their way and 
many contractors are having to get used 
to the fact that they no longer have 
direct contact with the architect but have 
to go through a main contractor. The 
architect must, however, realise that act- 
ing as he does for the client and with 
his interests as a first consideration he 
cannot foist everything on the main con- 
tractor, but must ensure that the whole 
business starting with the tendering and 
working right through the contract to 
its completion and final payment must 
be so organised and supervised that his 
client gets proper value for his money in 
an atmosphere of healthy competition. 
The main and sub-contractors must work 
in a spirit of mutual trust and co-opera- 
tion. 

The builder firms now taking over the 
role of the main contractor have a new- 
found position of importance and free- 
dom of action which doubtless they like 
very much. Instead of being just another 
separate trades contractor they can now 
invite tenders for various sub-trades and 
can cast their net as far and wide as they 
feel inclined. Whereas the separate 
trades contractor previously put in one 
tender direct to the architect where he 
knew its sanctity was respected he now 
finds that as a sub-contractor he may 
have to tender to half-a-dozen or more 
main contractors. Many use his tender 
as a proper competitive offer and include 
him in the bid for the total works, but 
unfortunately it is possible for a main 
contractor merely to use it as a yardstick 
to check his own prices or give it to his 
own sub-contractor. 

Even if the successful main contractor 
includes the sub-contractor’s tender as 
part of his offer for the contract the sub- 
contractor may not be sure the job is 
his. Architects do not generally nominate 
or approve sub-contractors, although 
they usually require the main contractor 
to provide a list of the sub-contractors 
he intends to employ. 


*‘ Hawking ’ the Sub-Contract 


The result is that the main contractor 
can, if he wishes, then proceed to ‘ hawk ’” 
the sub-contract. Some main contractors 
take the view that it is just a matter of 
buying in the cheapest market in exactly 
the same way as they would buy their 
own materials. Furthermore, when the 
contract is under way the architect does 
not always advise the sub-contractor of 
the amount included in respect of his 
work in an instalment to the main con- 
tractor, nor does he require the main 
contractor to give evidence that he has 
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paid the appropriate amounts to the sub- 
contractors before another instalment is 
granted. 

The aim of the industry must be that 
the tendering procedure and contractual 
conditions should enable the client to 
get va'ie for his money in proper com- 
petitive conditions and ensure that con- 
tractors, both main and sub-contractors, 
compete for work and receive payment 
under terms and conditions where mal- 
practices are not nossible. The industry 
cannot be a fully efficient and healthy 
body if this is not the case. The point 
at issue is whether it is right and proper 
for the main contractor to have such 
freedom of action ‘hat he can, if he so 
desires, do the things mentioned in the 


previous paragraph. Can the industry 
say in all sincerity that this is part and 
parcel of the competitive spirit which is 


its lifeblood and from _ which its 
customers benefit? 
Conclusion 


My view is that there is a very definite 
need for all parties in the industry in 
Scotland to sit down and give serious 
thought to the manner in which the main 
contractor system is developing. The 
suggestion is made that there should be 
a Code of Tendering Procedure stating 
the way in which the system should 
operate, and it should ‘be a matter of 
discussion whether or not it would be 
desirable for all sub-contractors, subject

South-Eastern Society of Architects 


Plea for ‘ More Fun in Church 
Architecture ’ 


A PLEA FOR LESS SOLEMNITY and more 
fun in church architecture was made by 
CANON FENTON MORLEY, Precentor of 
Southwark Cathedral, on Monday night. 
‘Churches,’ he said, ‘ were the result of 
an ancient partnership between architects 
and ecclesiastics when they were 
designed to be instruments of spiritual 
education. Too often today they are a 
functional environment with a cross and 
altar to distinguish them from places of 
secular entertainment.’ 


Canon Morley was speaking at the 
annual dinner and dance of the South 
Eastern Society of Architects, held in the 
Henry Florence hall of the RIBA, with 
the President, Mr. R. A. Cooksey, TD, 
FRIBA, in the chair. Over 200 members 
and guests were present. 


A sense of humour was a feature of 
much medieval architecture, added the 
speaker, who was responding to the toast 
of the Guests, proposed by Mr. S. W. 
Harris (chairman of the Kingston 
chapter). Often one would find in the 
vaulting bosses for the congregation to 
gaze on during a dull sermon, and 
frequently these represented one of the 
seven deadly sins in a ridiculous charac- 
ter, puncturing lust, avarice or gluttony 
by holy laughter. ‘But maybe this 
theme has been lost because we have 
psychiatrised the seven deadly sins,’ he 
continued. ‘Pride has been turned into 
self-fulfilment, anger into stress, avarice 
into incentive, envy into insecurity, sloth 
into glandular inertia, gluttony into 
metabolic disorder, and lust into emo- 
tional tension. I should like to restore 
this sense of humour to modern church 
architecture, but perhaps the times are 
against it.’ 


Homes for Leisure 


If the church had the job of giving 
people the moral and spiritual equipment 
for living at peace with their neighbours, 
architects had to make it physically pos- 
sible for them to do so. The reduction 
of noise in the modern flat was one need; 








the creation of homes in which people 
who in the next forty years would cer- 
tainly be working no more than 30 hours 
a week could usefully spend their leisure 
in using their minds and in enjoying rela- 
tionships was another. 

‘This may demand a revolution in 
domestic architecture and I hope you will 
persuade the building societies to support 
you in planning new homes where people 
will have room as well as time to live 
creatively,’ concluded Canon Morley. 


The toast of the RIBA was proposed by 
MR. COOKSEY who said that the Institute 
and its allied societies for the past two 
years had been in the process of putting 
their domestic house in order. Like the 
Commonwealth, the organisation was 
rather loosely articulated and it was the 
need for overhaul which had taken so 
much thought. ‘The vast amount of 
work put in both at Portland-place and 
in the Allied Societies’ areas is at last 
nearing completion,’ said Mr. Cooksey, 
‘and I, for one, am optimistic enough to 
fee] that the outcome will be an organi- 
sation which not only will work well and 
more efficiently but will strengthen the 
ties of loyalty that bind us together in 
the spirit of true democracy.’ 


Architecture as an art was beginning to 
have news value in the national Press but 
there was still much ignorance about 
architects and the way they worked. 
* That is why, in the middle of June and 
coinciding with the Manchester confer- 
ence a series of excellently designed 
posters will be displayed for a week 
throughout the country calling attention 
to the services which architects are able 
and willing to give. I hope the experi- 
ment will be a great success,’ concluded 
the President. 


Responding, SIR HUGH CASSON, speak- 
ing as a Vice-President of the RIBA, wel- 
comed the company to ‘this dingy hall.’ 
Any suggestions for dealing with it and 
particularly with the cork walls would be 
gratefully received by his wife [Lady 
Casson is to be responsible for the 
redecoration. Ed.]. Referring to the 
President’s remarks about the new con- 
stitution, he said that the RIBA and the 
Allied Societies’ relationship was some- 
thing that might have been investigated 
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to the right of the main contractor to do 
the work of any particular trade him- 
self and tender accordingly, to tender 
direct to the architect and for nomina- 
tion to be practised to a fai greater 
extent. 

One final point is the inadequacy of the 
Scottish General Conditions of Contract 
to cover the main contractor system. 
These conditions have clauses referring 
to sub-contractors, but there is no such 
thing in Scotland as a comprehensive 
form of sub-contract detailing the condi- 
tions to apply to sub-contracts. This is 
a deficiency which ought to be made 
good by negotiation between the organi- 
sations representing the various interests 
within the building industry.

VISIBLE CHANGE IN CITIES is something 
which never can be reliably measured, 
but I think it can be understood, and 
must be understood, in terms of what is 
visible and appreciable. Buildings can be 
visibly compared either as products or as 
investments or as works of art. Buildings 
are an important part of urban environ- 
ment and all citizens are affected by them. 
Assuming that the threat of activities 
in neighbouring sites and roads has been 
attended to by the town planning service, 
then the appearance of buildings and 
other sensual aspects of the citizen’s 
immediate environment will gain in 
importance to him. If for no other 
reason, then because his attention is no 
longer distracted from these aspects, thus 
we see the tasks of planners and archi- 
tects as complementary, as indeed all the 
land-use professions seem to me to be in 
their intention. 

As a result of proper use of planning 
powers by many here present, the possi- 
bilities of town expansion are diminished 
and the stability or improvement of land 
value within cities is enhanced. Investors 
would not be replacing speculators in 
urban centres if this were not so. I have 
seen no evidence that architecture can 
prosper under, speculative conditions. 
Nor, for that matter, can environment do 
so. Thus the present possibilities of urban 
renewals and new town establishments are 
in no small degree due to you. 

Changes in our means and modes of 
transport—the motor among them—have 
wrought many changes in our urban sur- 
roundings. Several of these have been 
functional changes of the city. That is to 
say they have been changes of the same 
order as those wrought by the application 
of military engineering and _ sanitary 
engineering to cities. These functional 
changes have become visible in cities in 
the same way that functional change in 
living creatures is often apparent. But 
I do not think that these are the only 
changes that chartered planners ought to 
consider as influence upon their work. 


Exoteric Influences 


Feelings—I mean here especially the 
feelings of citizens—are important. They 
are influential in municipal matters and 
they change both formal and functicaal 
contents of cities. The spontaneous migra- 
tion of 14 million from central parts of 
ZTondon to new suburbs and ribbon 
developments in less than 20 years has 
transformed London, visually and func- 
tionally, quite as much and quite as 
quickly as Haussmann’s planned works in 
Paris. 

The environment that we (the deve-

Visible Change in Cities 


From Assembly Rooms to Assembly Lines 


In a paper to the Town Planning Institute on April 6 Mr. David Thomas, 
MA, ARIBA, FRGS, discussed the influences under which, especially over 
the past one hundred years, there has been a marked change in our way of 
life and a visible change in our cities.

and planners combined) produce must 
suit our subjective as well as objective 
moods, or we shall run away from it as 
other generations have done. Many 
aspects of our environment are at present 
immeasurable and must perforce be 
shaped with feeling as well as thought. 
But as persons we are humanly limited 
and cannot fail to be personal in shaping 
their environment and ours. 

I suggest that the following exoteric 
influences are important: general adult 
literacy; women’s emancipation; increased 
(social and geographical) mobility; 
enhanced individual speeds and altered 
postures; machine productivity; con- 
sequent persuaded consumption; conse- 
quent appeal to, and exploration of man’s 
irrational parts; changing personal con- 
cepts and perception. 


Cities as Environments 


The formal content of a city includes 
the outward appearance of its buildings; 
also the outward appearance of its 
vehicles and more anonymous equipment. 
To your profession the formal content 
of the city is not more important than the 
functional content. The light and the 
shadows, the spaces, the activities and 
the movements are doubtless important 
to you also. For all these form part of 
the citizen’s total experiences to which 
you must pay some attention. And—as 
all these have physiological as well as 
aesthetic influence—this is as true for the 
aesthetically insensitive and the aesthetic- 
ally specialised as it is for the sensitive 
fellow. 

The formal content of any product 
(whether a building or not) comes from 
its designer’s total experience, which in- 
cludes among many ingredients. con- 
sciously and unconsciously remembered 
stimuli. As Sir John Summerson has 
said, how it comes to the designer is a 
subject of which little is known. 

One way in which the formal content 
of an environment may be changed is by 
modifications of the products which are 
constituted within it. Modifications of 
these products, especially buildings, 
occurs when man attempts to answer 
new practical problems. For example, 
the obvious and relatively early improve- 
ments in buildings were the flue and 
second storey. Both of these directly 
affected the formal content of the build- 
ing which then assisted mankind to meet 
the conditions of urban life. 

The application of the wall and the 
gate were similar early advances applied 
to cities. The application of the drain 
affected the performance of cities but 
it also affected their appearance. All 
three devices were means towards the 


ends of freedom from attack and free- 
dom from disease. Referring to the 
time-scale of urbanity which I have set 
up, we can surmise that the application 
of systematised transportation and (more 
recently) of unsystematic motor trans- 
port, are also early changes in the long 
story of towns which stretches before 
us. 
One of the disadvantages following 
from these developments has been the 
increased risk of collision and congestion. 
Dissatisfaction arising from living close 
to and on a level with the noisy, noisome 
and sometimes violent in the streets 
(scenes such as Hogarth drew) was 
mitigated by the second storey. The 
streets have become noisy, noisome and 
violent again! This second storey was 
itself made possible by the flue. The 
implication is obvious! The danger of 
fire was increased, but was reduced later 
by the replacement of overhanging eaves 
with flush parapets and the substitution 
of flush walls for the oversailing storeys 
of medieval buildings. 

There are three points which I wish to 
make about our concepts: first, they are 
influences; second, they are important 
influences; third, they are changing. 

Lacking any precedents for the design 
of railway stations and departmental 
stores when he first invented them, Man 
relied upon the concept of the classical 
temple, the triumphal arch and the city 
gate. He made them look like something 
he knew and thought he understood; he 
relied upon concepts which on this occa- 
sion served him not too badly. 

I remember (when lecturing in West 
Berlin in 1953) seeing most of the 
European entries for the competition for 
a Memorial to the Unknown Political 
Prisoner. Without my referring to names 
or to. classification of entries by 
nationality, it was easy to see which of 
the competing nationalities had no 
immediate impression and thus no per- 
sonal concept of political imprisonment. 

Those who are interested in the fine 
arts will be aware of the idea of ‘ process’ 
which the fine artists have been trying to 
communicate to us since the turn of this 
century. One example of this is the 
sculpture by Boccione: ‘ Bottle Evolving 
in Space.’ Done in 1911-1912, this antici- 
pates and illustrates subjectively much 
of what we now accept in the objective 
world. 


Separation and Elevation 


Boccione arouses our interest in the 
process of production rather than in the 
product. He presents the product to us 
from several points of view  simul- 
taneously. All these views would occur 
within split seconds of each other during 
the production. This kind of perception 
is, I think, becoming more generally 
operative. When in motors our posture 
and eye level are unprecedented. When 
they move our vision is a ‘ tunnel vision ’ 
with our minds assessing our movement 
by reference to marginal sight. The edges 
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move: only the centre gets bigger! Build- 
ings, vehicles and other stimuli flash by. 

In my opinion there are signs that we 
shall come to terms with the. motor 
vehicle by getting off the ground once 
again, at least in some parts of our cities. 
It is not just a matter—as Le Corbusier 
supposed—-of keeping the ground free. It 
is a matter of keeping ourselves free and 
safe to ‘stand and stare” sometimes. 

With display windows, commercial 
fascias and footpath-showcase lighting, 
what is needed is visual separation as well 
as visual elevation. The ‘ Son et Lumiére’ 
projects, sponsored by ‘ The Daily Tele- 
graph,’ have already illustrated other pos- 
sibilities for visually separating the 
different parts and levels. 


Production and Consumption 


Until—if ever—automation and other 
applied sciences make production, distri- 
bution and consumption independent of 
co-operative human effort, towns will 
continue to be necessary as the prime 
facility for ensuring competition, emula- 
tion and specialisation. I do not assess 
the motor car as an invention of such an 
order, though it will surely alter both 
formal and functional contents of our 
cities. The motor could not have been 
made and cannot now be made without 
towns as bases for its producers and dis- 
tributors, its users and repairers. 

Putting aside cultural activities, we see 
that it currently serves the following 
practical activities: prevention and con- 
trol of disease; distribution and consump- 
tion of superfluities and luxuries; the con- 
sumption of products whose major virtue 
is not that they provide subsistence but 


that their consumption creates employ- 


ment. Made by the tool-making animal 
Man, towns also make practicable the 
production of machine tools and the 
supply of power to them. 

The term ‘Assembly Line’ in my title 
contains a hint of the processes implicit 
in all this: the queue of people waiting to 
get into the machine—at bus stops; the 
queues of vehicles waiting to ‘ peel off’ 
to their drivers’ destinations; the escala- 
tors; the elevators; the production belt; 
the anticipation of next season’s demand 
for goods which we all see when we pass 
central shopping enclaves. 


The Impact of Advertising 


All these are processes of which few 
citizens are objectively aware. The aim 
now is to make man’s and woman’s needs 
consequent upon production— instead of 
the contrary aim, which seems natural 
and customary to us. It is, therefore, no 
great wonder that a whole industry—the 
advertising industry—has grown up dur- 
ing this first flush of literacy. 

When you see Reg. Butler’s ‘ Memorial 
to the Unknown Political Prisoner’ you 
may remember how it preceded in 
time the appearance of the leggy tele- 
vision console. The magazine which 
advertises women’s clothes also shows 
‘elegant furniture,’ and ‘elegant cars’ 
and ‘elegant’ buildings as backgrounds 
making glamorous the humans in the 
Kodachrome environments. 

Behind the magazine is the advertiser, 
behind the advertiser is the market, and 


behind the market lies the assembly line 
and all the consumer goods which are dis- 
played (out of season) all along the lower 
storeys of our central business districts. 
Ah, me! the art of ‘civic design’ and 
the parades of urbane personages to and 
from the assembly rooms will never be the 
same again! For the ‘elegant’ build- 
ing shown in the advertisement becomes 
accepted building style (whether it be 
architecture or not) because the dress 
advertised was accepted. 

The aesthetic of the assembly room 
age, perfect for its squirearchy, was 
rooted in the soil, the very columns were 
porticos and colonnades reaching down 
into that soil where man’s productivity 
had rested so (relatively speaking) very 
long. Now the aesthetic of today lies in 
the assembly line, with its heart and 
basis the production belt. The City could 
become a dismountable exhibition of 
products and passing fancies. This pro- 
fession is the custodian of environment 
and not of products. We can enrich our 
own humanity, or despoil it. as we will! 


Discussion 


MR. L. W. LANE, ARICS, senior planning 
officer, LCC, said Mr. Thomas’s paper had 
taken them outside their offices and had 
enabled them to see the city as a chang- 
ing organism in relationship to themselves 
and their fellow human beings. He felt 
that as planners they tended, after a time, 
to see towns in terms of plans and models 
which they studied in their offices. They 
must be conscious all the time, as they 
went about the city, of what their respon- 
sibilities were. 

Seconding the vote of thanks, MR. P. w. 
MACFARLANE recalled that more than once 
Mr. Thomas had referred to the emanci- 
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pation of women and the great changes 
it had wrought in social life and the social 
life of our towns. The thing that had 
struck him most in town planning abroad, 
Mr. Macfarlane commented, was the 
incredible difference between towns 
where women had a say in things, and 
where women were not emancipated. 
There were differences in design, fabric 
colour, in the display windows, the light- 
ing of the shops and even the cleaning 
of the streets. 

In the Middle East, for instance, where 
women were still largely excluded from 
public life, one had to plan for an entirely 
different environment. There were none 
of the attractive streets or shops with 
bright lights, large dance halls, fine, clean 
restaurants or attractive swimming pools. 
There were only dingy buildings in which 
the men spent most of their time, leaving 
the ladies at home to look after the 
children. 

Referring to what Mr. Thomas had 
called ‘ aristocratic planning,’ Mr. Mac- 
farlane said that in some countries there 
was a tendency for one man, such as the 
Lord Mayor of a particular town, who 
wished to implant his idealism before he 
left, and create a monument to his activi- 
ties-—large buildings, a splendid situation 
and a great show. Its modern counter- 
part was the enormous dual carriageway 
running up to some great airport with 
practically no traffic on it. 

One had continually to emphasise that 
in planning abroad one was planning for 
the needs of the common man, and that 
meant a rather different conception of 
building and lay-out altogether. The 
dignity of man and the needs of the com- 
mon man were not yet understood in 
many parts abroad.

Luncheon to Lord Mayor 


THE ANNUAL LUNCHEON to the Lord Mayor 
given by the London Master Builders’ 
Association was held at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, last Friday (April 22), with the 
Association’s President, Mr. E. J. Cook. 
BSc, MICE, MiIStructE, FIOB, in the 
chair. 

Proposing the toast of the Lord Mayor 
and the Corporation of London and the 
Sheriffs, MR. COOK said that the builders 
of London had again the opportunity of 
honouring the Lord Mayor, which they 
had done each year since 1946. 

The Lord Mayor would, he was sure, 
be interested to know that the NFBTE 
had been honoured with an invitation to 
send a representative to the 150th anni- 
versary celebrations in Paris of the 
Chambre Syndicale des Entrepreneurs de 
Maconnerie Ciments et Beton Arme in 
Paris. ‘ My wife and I are looking for- 
ward to representing the National Federa- 
tion at these celebrations next month.’ 
said Mr. Cook, ‘ and particularly to being 
able to convey to the builders in Paris 
the good wishes of the master builders 
of London. 

‘You, my Lord Mayor, hold the 
eminent position which, to the builders 
of London, is the embodiment of demo- 
cracy. Many of your predecessors have 
risen from the most humble circum- 
stances as did Dick Whittington to attain 
ultimately to your high office. Likewise 
in our history it is with pride that we 
claim it has been, and still is, possible 
for our young craftsmen to rise, in time, 
to the highest offices in our companies.

Nevertheless, in the building 
industry today they had a great advantage 
over the old time craftsman in that they 
had a much wider choice of materials 
with which to achieve their purpose.

New Guildford Theatre 


Design Submitted to Planning 
Authority 


GUILDFORD THEATRE’S board of directors 
has submitted to the planning authorities 
the design by Messrs. Scott, Brownrigg 
and Turner, a firm of local architects, for 
a new theatre to be built on a riverside 
site near the old mill opposite Millmead. 
The estimated cost of building and equip- 
ping the theatre at present values would 
be about £100,000. 

The plan outlined to the board by Mr. 
John Brownrigg, ARIBA, is for a theatre 
to seat just over 500 on one floor in a 
steeply-raked auditorium with a large 
stage under a tower to enable the ‘ fly- 
ing’ of scenery. This main central build- 
ing will have a lower building of two 
storeys running along two sides of it. On 
the ground floor will be the foyer, with a 
booking office, cloakroom and lavatories, 
and, opening on to it, a restaurant and 
a bar. On the floor above will be the 
dressing rooms, administrative offices. 
clubroom and (at the back of the audi- 
torium) the control room. 


Versatile Arrangement 


The auditorium will funnel straight 
into the stage area without a conventional 
proscenium. It will be possible to play 
with a false proscenium, or, by sacrificing 
a row of seats, to have either a forward 
extension of the stage on an apron, or an 
orchestra pit. The stage will be 60 ft. 
wide, with a wing of 50 ft. Its depth will 
be 33 ft. without the apron; the back wall 
will be a permanent cyclorama. 

The scenery store and workshops will 
be in the old mill. By letting this build- 
ing to the theatre the Water Board have 
enabled the price of the scheme to be 
reduced considerably. 





Rationalising Domestic Lighting 


British Lighting Council's Evidence on Housing Standards 


IN COMMON with other organisations 
whose work influences the design and 
equipment of domestic premises, the 
British Lighting Council was invited to 
present evidence to the Housing Stan- 
dards sub-committee of the Central 
Housing Advisory Committee of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The council stated that although the 
annual consumption of electricity for 
lighting had doubled since the end of the 
war, it was estimated that there were still 
only 350 units per household. This was 
very low, and in view of the greatly 
increased realisation of the benefits of 
good lighting and the growing tendency 
to regard it as a significantly important 
part of home furnishing, the main reason 
why more was not being used appeared to 


be lack of the proper facilities. It was 
felt that the present-day importance of 
catering for personal expression must be 
recognised, and that this could only be 
achieved by concentrating development 
on the extension of the socket outlet 
system. 
Recommendations 

The Council recommended that local 
planning authorities should revise their 
thinking on lighting, and require all new 
dwellings, whether built by the local 
authority or privately, to have an installa- 
tion at least up to the standards recom- 
mended in Clauses 302 and 303 of the 
1948 British Standard Code of Practice, 
and preferably to that proposed in Clause 
305.

Problems of Progress in Industry 
Two New DSIR Booklets 


‘wHaT do trainees have to learn?’ 
‘How can they be helped to learn?’ A 
booklet published on April 19, No. 6 
in the DSIR ‘Problems of Progress in 
Industry ’ series (HMSO, price 2s.) deals 
with these two basic questions facing 
anyone concerned with training manual 
operatives. In doing so, it shows how 
the results of four recent studies can 
help industry to find the answers. 

The booklet emphasises the need for 
careful planning before setting up 
systematic training, for which the three 
key points are: 

Observe how the experienced operator 
does the job and analyse in detail the 
mental and physical components of his 
performance: 

Fit the training method to the job. The 
research indicates ways of speeding up 
and improving learning efficiency; 

Get expert advice. The design and 
introduction of training schemes should 
be supervised by a_ specialist with 
psychological training. 


The Older Worker and his Job 


WITH THE PROPORTION of older workers in 
industry increasing it is vitally important 


for our economic progress that their skill] 
and abilities be used to the utmost 
advantage. 


This is one of the outstanding points 
in ‘The Older Worker and His Job,’ a 
review by the DSIR of recent research 
in this field. The booklet, written by 
Hilary M. Clay, is No. 7 in the ‘ Prob- 
lems of Progress in Industry’ series 
(HMSO, price Is. 3d.) It is a popular 
and brief account of recent research, and 
in particular of the studies reported in 
‘Ageing and Human Skill,’ by A. T. 
Welford. 


The review summarises the advantages 
that come with age such as increased 
experience, accuracy, loyalty, reliability. 
It also describes the changes, both 
mental and physical, which decrease 
individual efficiency. 


Suggestions for coping with the prob- 
lems of ageing workers include modify- 
ing the job or a complete change of 
occupation. But the author emphasises 
that research is far from complete and 
that full co-operation is necessary 
between those studying the subject and 
people in industry. 


Planning Course for Builders 


Four Weeks’ Training at Manchester 


FOR the convenience of building firms in 
the North and Midlands, the Building 
Advisory Service, in conjunction with the 
Manchester Association of Building 
Trades Employers, is arranging an 
instructional planning course to be held 
in Manchester. 

The course starts on June 13, and is 
designed for potential planning officers of 
building firms. It will be of four weeks’ 
duration and the difficulties arising from 
the absence of staff for this length of 


time have been, it is hoped, somewhat 
reduced by running the course in three 
periods of one week, two weeks and one 
week, with a week’s break between each 
to enable the students to return to their 
firms. 

Full details of the course can be 
obtained from BAS, 82 New Cavendish- 
street, London, WI, or The Secretary, 
The Manchester, Salford and District 
Building Trades Employers’ Association, 
2 Conyngham-road, Manchester, 14.

It was also recom- 
mended that all building societies should 
extend facilities granted for the improve- 
ment of older property to cover the 
modernisation of the electrical installa- 
tion. 

An adequate lighting installation, states 
the evidence, should be regarded as an 
integral part of all dwellings. At present 
only about 1 per cent of total building 
cost is allowed for the lighting. This 
figure should be increased to about 3 per 
cent, and electrical installations should be 
designed to cater for adequate lighting 
requirements for many years ahead.

Recommendations refer mainly to 
reservoirs and tanks for the storage of 
water, but are generally applicable to the 
storage at normal temperatures of 
aqueous liquids and solutions which have 
no detrimental action on the concrete.

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Winds of Change in the Industry 
How Do They Affect the Operatives ? 


From a Labour Correspondent 


WE SEEM TO BE PASSING THROUGH a period 
of re-assessment of the instruments we 
have fashioned for controlling the affairs 
of building. So, too, are we questioning 
the established methods of training our 
personnel. Barely a week goes by with- 
out the publication of a paper or a speech 
which attempts a ‘ new look’ at the way 
we manage things. All very admirable 
of course, and one has to admit that the 
presentation of these does not actually 
call for revolution. Added together, 
however, it is clear that they amount to 
some pretty dramatic changes. 

The fresh and inquiring mind of Mr. 
Peter Trench (who took over the Direc- 
torship of the NFBTE last year) has led 
him to express opinions which are bound 
to arouse opposition. This in spite of 
the gentleness and courtesy of the terms 
he employs and the almost lethal charm 
of his personality. Apparently he wants 
to see the emergence of a new kind of 
builder; one who has been very highly 
trained and conditioned and who can 
take his place among the honoured pro- 
fessions of the land. This élite would 
acquire a status and prestige which 
hitherto has been the exclusive preroga- 
tive of the architects (and perhaps the 
quantity surveyors have secured a little 
of the fall-out). Presumably the chief 
means of reaching this plateau of dignity 
will be the Institute of Builders, a body 
which has been energetically trying to 
elevate its standing during the past few 
years. 

This is the aim then: a lift up in the 
social scale for contractors. their direc- 
tors and senior staff (the symbols of such 
new status to become more elusive and 
therefore more valuable); and a demand 
for equality, both in authority and 
prestige, ‘vis-a-vis’ the existing profes- 
sions. Mr. Trench is aided and zetted 
in all this by some of the ‘new’ men in 
the building scene including the brilliant 
and industrious Mr. David Woodbine 
Parish, his 1960 President. 


Joint Education 


In his March paper to the RIBA Mr. 
Trench laid stress on the need for joint 
education for the managerial and design 
strata. Evidently he envisages a staff 
college where standard courses would be 
shared by the existing professions, the 
civil engineers and the builders. Common 
training would induce common outlooks 
and values; it would break down the 
‘apartheid’ which threatens to fossilise 
the higher echelons of building, and it 
would vouchsafe a new and higher status 
for building executives of the future. 


Coupled with this is a call that the 
RIBA amends its requirement that no 
architect can be allowed direct interest 
in the profitability of a building concern. 
There should be ‘. . . . an interchange of 
staff between architect and builder.’ This, 
of course, would be confined to the new 
‘ élite.” There is to be an open recognition 


of the stratification which exists among 
contractors—the small jobber, the local 
family business, the medium sized pro- 
vincial firm, and, glistening in splendour 
on the top, the national contractors. No 
great change is envisaged in the lower 
layers but the highest will no longer need 
. . independent watchdogs of high 
moral standing.’ The new personne! will 
be of higher calibre than hitherto; their 
code of ethics will attain such nobility 
as to eliminate the very possibility of 
chicanery; there will be no more financial 
rabbit-punches discreetly delivered in 
dark alleys. ‘Ergo,’ the designer—the 
independent defender of the building 
owner—will find his chivalrous role 
superfluous. At best he will discover 
himself a member of consortia—an equal 
among equals. 


Missionary Zeal 


Those architects who assert that the 
designer must be ‘ the leader of the team’ 
will not be entranced by this picture of 
the future. Yet there is no doubt that 
Mr. Trench and his fellows earnestly 
believe they are right. One might even 
say that they conceive the whole set of 
ideas as a mission. The old rip-roaring 
days of the frontier are gone; the 
territory no longer needs marshals who 
are quick on the draw; law and order and 
the benefits of civilisation have arrived. 

The trades unions will have a rather 
mild interest in all this. These goings on 
upstairs will be seen rather as a re- 
arranging of the furniture. The faces they 
see on the other side of the negotiating 
table will presumably be the same. It 
would be nice, of course, if they were to 
seem more cheerful and less frustrated, 
and if the ‘ new look’ does that it would 
make everyone happier. 

But the wind of change seen by the 
leaders of the NFBTE also includes the 
operatives. The future envisaged in this 
sector is almost unnerving in its sweep. 
Here again we are to have ‘ élites’ and 
lesser ‘ élites.’ There is to be a ‘ re- 
assessment of user requirement.’ This 
might be effected through one of the 
universities or the Building Research 
Station, but it must be done soon. The 
whole basis of the present-day apprentice- 
ship and technical training is challenged. 
It is, for instance, a waste of time to teach 
craft apprentices skills in ancient methods 
of building which will never be used. 
Moreover, some crafts are inherently less 
skilful than others: painters can be 
trained in far less time than, say, brick- 
layers, and by inference their reward 
should be less. Demarcation squabbles 
between the crafts have got to cease; the 
best way to effect this is by questioning 
whether a narrow craft training is suit- 
able to modern needs. Could there not 
be a ‘multi-skilled’ craftsman for 
certain ranges of construction work? 
Are there not varying degrees of skill and 
responsibility required? Should there 
not be an industrial job evaluation to 
assess and establish these? 


It seems that the problems of the 
Trades Unions in this swiftly changing 
world are not to be viewed without sym- 
pathy. They have a ‘ tremendous job’ of 
adjustment. Essentially they have been 
built on the requirements of the 19th 
century, and basically they have not 
altered their structure. Unless they con- 
sciously do so their influence will gradu- 
ally wane and eventually they will become 
merely vestigial; no longer capable of 
representing the operatives or negotiating 
the labour bargain. Therefore they must 
bestir themselves and think on similar 
lines to the ‘new’ leaders among the 
employers, and agree to a new pattern of 
differentials and the creation of some- 
thing like the stratification which already 
exists among contractors. There would 
be in this set up glittering prizes (not all 
in actual money) for the new ‘ élites.’ 
These would be as far removed in 
status from the old  moleskinned 
trousered operatives of a century ago as 
the modern builder is from his illiterate 
forbears. As a firm is known by 
the men it keeps, so is an industry. If 
building is to be lifted up several 
notches in the social scale it will 
need to redeploy its forces and elevate 
some of its manpower. The unions will 
have to fit into this new design, for it 
will happen whether they like it or not. 

One feels that in answer to this start- 
ling and brilliantly argued set of postu- 
lates the trade unions will take their 
marbles home. Their organisations are 
like great oaks in the prime of their lives, 
not wilting tomato plants, so they will say. 
If anyone starts using an axe to the base 
of the trunk there will be trouble: prune 
a few branches, yes; but nothing more 
drastic than that. And what, they may 
ask, is this hullabaloo about demarcation 
disputes? The number of actual stop- 
pages is infinitesimal when compared with 
those which are caused by incentive 
bonus, yet this was supposed to provide 
the industry with the differentials so 
beloved by the employers. Hasn’t the 
NFBTO established its own demarcation 
machinery, and hasn’t this machinery 
functioned without a single failure so far? 


Apprenticeship 


On apprenticeship the unions may well 
have strong criticisms of the failure by 
the employers (a) to recruit sufficient, and 
(b) to secure universal indenturing under 
the existing scheme. If it is not possible 
for the employers fully to operate a simple 
scheme of this character, what chance 
have they to cope with the complications 
of ‘job evaluation’ and the so-called 
* multi-skilled ’ training which has been so 
excitingly discovered? To attract the 
right type of young man to the industry 
needs first of all, the prospect of full 
employment, and second, a high standard 
of pay and conditions. Those whom are 
needed to grapple with new skills and the 
supervision associated with such new 
skills will emerge naturally from crafts- 
men who have received a standard train- 
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ing in the technical colleges. True there 
are changes needed in the syllabuses, but 
these, too, must come easily and naturally 
from the actual developments in the 
industry. 

Your trades union leader is a pretty 
earthy character ; to him the fundamental! 
need is a degree of stability. The pro- 
posals under discussion are hardly likely 
to produce that. It is all very well for 
some people to go running into the night 
with a deafening cry of ‘ Eureka!’ but 
others have got to get on with the job of 
laying the bricks and fixing the timber. 
In return they expect rewards and condi- 
tions with some relation to the effort and 
skill involved. It seems a little high 
falutin’ to talk about tearing down and 
ripping up the structure of the crafts in 
the name of progress when we are 
dragging our feet on the hours question. 
Heavens above, we can’t even get agree- 
ment on how to control bonus! 


Loss of Membership 


It is a moot question as to whether the 
loss of membership among the unions 
is due entirely to advancing techniques. 
The AUBTW, for one, is convinced that 
the main reason is the vast scale of 
bribery and corruption which has pre- 
vailed in recent years. This ranges from 
thumping great ‘spot’ bonuses and un- 
limited overtime to the harlotry of 
labour-only sub-contracting. It is not a 
little disconcerting for the _ district 
organiser to be told by his members that 
they can extract more money from the 
employer than can the union. If the 
unions have been weakened, it may be 
due to the lack of discipline among the 
employers and the willingness of some to 
pay high whilst voting against increases 
in the standard agreement. If leaders of 
the employers cannot command 
allegiance in these matters how are they 
to act as midwives to the birth of the 
golden age? 

But when all the arguments are 
exhausted, and we stand silent before the 
picture, there remains the deep belief 
that the chief strength of the crafts lies 
in their common rates and conditions. 
Break into that principle, stratify the 
ranks, and the bases of loyalty would 
crumble. What kind of respect would 
the NFBTE (or for that matter the FMB) 
have for organisations of workpeople 
which had lost their internal unity in a 
plethora of differentials? The present 
difficulties of the unions would be very 
small beside such a situation; they might 
even be destroyed. 


Dangerous Experiment 


By all means let us open our minds to 
an exchange of views and ideas, but let 
us remember that we are dealing with 
organic things, not lines on drawing 
boards. Maybe it is true that the unions 
are a little old-fashioned in their out- 
looks—time will tell. Meanwhile it would 
be a bit daft to experiment with muta- 
tions: they are very often quite 
egregious. 

In any case it can hardly be denied that 
the major crafts will be needed in great 
numbers over most of the industry for 


a very long time to come. Probably the 
greatest developments and economies will 
occur off-site in an increasing pre- 
fabrication. as indeed, Mr. Trench him- 
self has said. The unions would like the 
employers to consult with them on this 
question and thus anticipate demarca- 
tion disputes rather than to look shocked 
when a new material or technique is 
thrust upon a particular job and strife 
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commences. There are, in fact, a host 
of problems and issues which require 
joint discussion and action—and this is 
the nub—within the existing framework 
of the industry. It would be so much 
nicer for everybody if a little progress 
could be seen where it is possible instead 
of all this waking of the neighbours in 
the middle of the night with world- 
shattering discoveries. 


Mechanical Handling Exhibition 


Many New Conveyor Systems to be Seen 


THE MECHANICAL HANDLING EXHIBITION, 
which will be opened at noon on Tuesday, 
May 3, by the Rt. Hon. Reginald Maud- 
ling, President of the Board of Trade, 
promises to be the largest and most 
diversified ever held. It will occupy over 
500,000 sq. ft. in the great hall of Earls 
Court and will run until May 13. 


THE GEORGE COHEN 600 GROUP LTD. will 
be exhibiting some of their range of Jones 
cranes, including two machines which 
have not been shown publicly in this 
country before. One is a mobile crane 
with a maximum capacity of 20 tons. 
lifted on a 30 ft. jib at a radius of 10 ft. 
The other is a mobile crane having a 
truck type, long wheel-base chassis em- 
ploying only one prime mover which 
powers all crane movements as well as 
the road wheels. Another company ex- 
hibiting cranes is R. H. NEAL & CO., LTD., 
who will include the largest and most 
recent addition to their range—the 
NL 250. This crane, mounted on a 
specially designed heavy duty crane- 
carrier. has a maximum lifting capacity 
of 25 long tons at 10 ft. radius on a 
25 ft. centre strut jib. The use of a 
torque converter gives extra torque for 
the heaviest loads and automatically in- 
creases the hoisting speed for lighter 
loads. 


An Automatic Overhead Conveyor 


Amongst the many exhibitors of con- 
veyor installations will be GEO. W. KING 
LTD. Their principal exhibit will be an 
overhead conveyor, arranged for fully 
automatic operation, in which the load 
trolleys are propelled by the moving chain 
although not attached to it. Using switch 
wheel corners, individual loads or a num- 
ber of loads may be automatically 
switched from one conveyor to another. 
They may also be stopped at specified 
stations on any conveyor without stop- 
ping the chain or the movements of loads 
elsewhere on the system. In watching 
the load trolleys’ progress, visitors will 
be able to see the complete flexibility of 
an installation of this type. The com- 
pany will also be showing a new electric 
chain pulley block for the first time. This 
is a development of an existing range and 
incorporates a number of major improve- 
ments. Ancther company in the con- 
veyor field is THOS. W. WARD LTD... who 
will include their ‘ Fluid-lift’ pneumatic 
handling system. This is for handling 
powdered and granular materials and 
operates on small quantities of air and 
large amounts of materials under pres- 


sure. The system to be shown will be 
a closed circuit system comprising twin 
storage hoppers with rotary lock feeders. 
The principal unit is a rotary air pump 
for supplying the right amount of air at 
sufficient pressure. The material is fed 
through special air locks into the pipe 
system, which is made of steel tube and 
for exhibition purposes pyrex insertions 
will be incorporated. The material is 
then pumped at comparatively low speed 
to the hopper. 


Recent Developments 


C. H. JOHNSON (MACHINERY) LTD., are 
showing two new developments in mate- 
rial handling. One is a ..obile conveyor 
with a welded steel boom of tubular con- 
struction and a new type of bottom drive 
mounting. The other is a mobile auto- 
matic bagging and weighing plant, which 
has been designed specifically for the 
retail coal trade. Standard power shovels 
can feed the hopper and there are built-in 
de-slacking arrangements, including a dis- 
posal conveyor which piles the slack clear 
of the plant in a position to be picked up 
by power shovel. The company will also 
be showing some of their range of 
dumpers as will E. BOYDELL & CO., LTD. 
The accent at this stand, though, will be 
on loaders of advanced design, including 
one model which combines a 50 degree 
roll-back bucket action with a pry-out 
force of 7,100 Ibs. This machine can 
obtain a heaped load from a stockpile at 
a single ‘ bite,’ so obviating the necessity 
for repeated ramming. 


Bankruptcy in Building 


High Proportion of Birmingham 
Failures 


ONE IN SIX of the 184 people who went 
bankrupt in the Birmingham district last 
year were in the building trade. Figures 
given in the annual report of the Official 
Receiver for the Birmingham district 
show that the number of rectiving orders 
made was 23 more than in 1958. In 
Birmingham the number went up by six 
to 73, at Coventry, by one to 23, and at 
Wolverhampton, by nine to 21. At Wal- 
sall, the number fell from 16 to eight. 

The commonest reasons for failure 
were shortage of capital, taking too much 
money out of the business, underestimat- 
ing on contracts and losses of motor 
vehicle contracts. Total unsecured 
liabilities of the bankrupts amounted to 
£470,906.

From a Correspondent 


THE TWO PHOTOGRAPHS on this page offer 
a striking contrast between scaffolding 
methods. The larger illustration shows 
the 100-year-old cast-iron dome of the 
United States Capitol in Washington 
which, after a century of exposure to the 
elements, is now being cleaned and 
inspected. 

An initial difficulty which had to be 
overcome was the inability of the dome 
and its supporting foundations to carry 
the loading of the necessary scaffolding. 
This led the architect to the Capitol, Mr. 
J. George Stewart, to prohibit any part 
of the weight of the scaffolding from 
being imposed on the dome. 

The problem was overcome by the 
Universal Manufacturing Corporation 
who designed and erected a self-support- 
ing scaffolding system. Towers of 
tubular steel material were erected at 
four equidistant points around the peri- 
meter of the dome. From these towers 
ran trusses of tubular scaffolding, reach- 
ing out to the tholus, the cupola-shaped 
structure on the top of the dome. From 
these truss-members was suspended 
scaffolding which allowed access to any 
point on the surface of the dome. To 
resist the cantilever pull of the trusses, 
cables were run from the top of the 
scaffolding towers down to the scaffold 
ing at the springing level of the dome. 
Hoisting of materials, chiefly sand used 
for the cleaning process, was by a scaf- 
folding supported hoist which had access 
ramps to the various levels of the dome. 


The Cleaning Process 


Cleaning of the cast-iron dome was by 
sand - blasting. The compressed - air 
supply was provided at ground level by

large compressors and then carried up 
the scaffolding in six-inch diameter rising 
mains. Small diameter distribution mains 
then conveyed the air to individual 
working areas.

Planning Refusal for Two Flats 
‘Employ an Architect’ Suggests Minister 


fHE EMPLOYMENT of an architect to pre- 
pare a fresh design was suggested by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment in upholding the refusal of Scar- 
borough Town Council to give planning 
permission for two flats at Highfield, 
Scarborough. 

The appeal by Mr. W. H. Mansfield had 
been heard in January. Mr. W. G. 
Morgan, Scarborough Deputy Town 
Clerk, said then that siting the flat-roofed 
flats in the predominantly Victorian 
locality of Highfield would be like 
putting a Picasso in a heavy gilt frame. 

The Inspector conducting the inquiry 
had reported to the Minister that he did 


not think that much thought had been 
given to the appearance of the proposed 
building. It might be harsh criticism by 
the Council, but the flats would be as out 
of place among good contemporary archi- 
tecture as among the Victorian houses of 
Highfield. It was possible that a well- 
designed flat-roofed building would 
harmonise with nearby houses; a pitched 
roof building would be more appropriate. 

The Minister, in his decision, has 
intimated that both the appeal design 
and that accompanying the outline appli- 
cation were unsuitable, and made the 
suggestion about the employment of an 
architect. 





A RING MOTORWAY to encircle London 
some two to four miles from the centre, 
that could, it is claimed, be built almost 
entirely above or alongside existing rail- 
ways, is advocated in the memorandum 
on *‘ London Road Programme Proposals,’ 
which the British Road Federation has 
submitted to Mr. Ernest Marples, 
Minister of Transport, details of which 
were announced on April 20. 

The most recent road proposals for 
London, says the memorandum, are the 
20-year programmes contained in the 
report of the London Roads Committee 
published in July, 1959. In the opinion 
of the Federation these programmes in 
their present form fail to offer value for 
money but, more important, do little to 
introduce the essential segregation of one 
class of road user from another. It is 
inconceivable that either of these pro- 
grammes can fulfil London’s traffic needs. 

The Federation has noted and supports 
the Committee’s recommendation that 
comprehensive and continuing traffic 
engineering studies should be undertaken. 
It notes too that the Committee considers 
that the idea of roads over or alongside 
railways has some merit. 

There is, the memorandum continues, 
a surprising unanimity among the experts 
on the need for an encircling ring motor-

way some 2-4 miles from Charing Cross. 
It is the view of the Federation that the 
corner stone of new and improved high- 
ways of London must be a ring motor- 
way from which radial motorways would 
extend to join existing and future motor- 
ways and major all-purpose routes 
radiating from the capital. Such a ring 
is also needed to serve as the rim to 
which future cross link motorways could 
be joined. In addition. linked with M.1, 
it would provide direct access from the 
industria! areas of the Midlands to the 
dock area. 

The British Road Federation therefore 
proposes that the larger of the two 20- 
year programmes put forward by the 
London Roads Committee should be 
amended to include a ring motorway 
built for the greater part of its length 
over or alongside railways; that motor- 
way radials connecting with the various 
inter-city motorways and trunk routes 
which converge upon London should be 
included and the whole undertaken as a 
15-year programme. The essential dif- 
ference between the Federation’s and the 
London Roads Committee’s proposals is 
the inclusion of the ring and radial 
motorways. 

The Federation has investigated the 
possibility of building a ring motorway 


in this location using space over or along- 
side rail track. By so siting the motor- 
way a further severance of communities 
is avoided and a number of attractive 
possibilities offer themselves. Modern 
civil engineering techniques make the 
proposition feasible and indeed a struc- 
ture similar to the one the Federation 
has in mind is already planned in the 
Birmingham area between Oldbury and 
Smethwick. 

Employing this form of construction a 
ring motorway some 25 miles long could 
be built of which only about five miles 
would need an alternative route. The 
motorway would require a new bridge 
over the Thames at Fulham and a new 
Thames tunnel at Rotherhithe. 

It is estimated that such a road over 
railways, with dual three-lane carriage 
ways, would cost not less than £24m. a 
mile, including necessary intersections. 
A tunnel under the Thames with dual 
three-lane carriageways, would cost £21m. 
The total cost for the 25-mile motorway 
would therefore be some £834m. 

The Federation states that the suggested 
ring motorway together with the radial 
routes would duplicate or render unneces- 
sary nearly 20 per cent of the London 
Roads Committee programme and would 
reduce the cost to some £165m.

THE BRITISH ROAD FEDERATION has issued photographs of 
a number of schemes showing how overhead road traffic 
is being dealt with in various European countries. Fig. 1 
shows the Kettig viaduct, Weissenthurm, West Germany, 
which uses a type of construction that avoids the need 
to work from ground level when the columns have been 
set up. Figs. 2 and 3 show surface and under views of 
the Dusseldorf overhead highway; the median strip con- 








tains holes which light the lower road while discouraging 
traffic from crossing over it. Fig. 4 shows the graceful 
curve of the motorway approach to Dusseldorf’s north 
bridge over the Rhine. Fig. 5 shows an impression of 
the Ministry of Transport scheme for the motorway-over- 
railway viaduct through Oldbury and Smethwick, part of 


the future Birmingham-Bristol motorway. The viaduct 
will be 3 miles long. 





‘THE SMALL HOUSE FOR SALE’ was the 
theme of a brains trust meeting held at 
the Housing Centre on March 29 and 
forming one of the events of National 
Homes Week. The question-master was 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, President 
NFBTE, and the ‘brains’ were Mrs. 
Leonard Wills, ARIBA, who is a member 
of the Housing Centre committee: Mr. 
Peter Dunham, FRIBA; and Mr. Robert 
Whittington, a builder. 

The first question, from MR. PURVIS, of 
the National House-BuilJders’ Registration 
Council, asked to what extent barriers to 
progress in the matter of modern design 
had been put up by building societies and 
planning authorities and what could be 
done about it. 

MR. DUNHAM replied that the architec- 
tural profession thought on the whole 
that building societies had been the 
niggers in the woodpile in regard to good 
design of housing. They tended to look 
very cagily at anything that was the 
slightest bit new. But he thought that 
at last they were beginning to wake up 
a bit. 

Fear of the ‘ Advanced’ 

Planning authorities were a little bit 
afraid of giving their blessing to some- 
thing which was very advanced—.in their 
opinion. Mr. Dunham thought the only 
thing that could be done to stop this 
tendency was for the architectural profes- 
sion and the building industry to bring 
pressure and propaganda to bear to make 
building societies accept new designs. He 
did not think building societies were 
being very good business people in lend- 
ing money for houses which would be 
out of date in five to ten years’ time. 

MRS. WILLS agreed generally with Mr. 
Dunham. She thought it was extra- 
ordinarily difficult for members of plan- 
ning authorities to appreciate architects’ 
working drawings. She thought they 
should improve their knowledge of draw- 
ings. 2 

Although agreeing to a certain extent 
with Mr. Dunham, MR. WHITTINGTON 
pointed out that building societies had 
certain responsibilities. They were deal- 
ing with money, not materials. They had 
to take care that in ten to twenty years’ 
time they would have something which 
was reaily an asset. He was all for pro- 
gress in design, but he thought it must 
happen gradually, so that there would not 
be a tremendous difference apparent 
between the old and the new designs. 

What is progress? asked MR. BOWYER, 
president of the NFRH-B, and asked the 
panel whether they did not think that in 
five to ten years’ time many of the houses 
called modern today would not be com- 
pletely out of date. 

MRS. WILLS thought that progress after 
the first world war was so slow because 
of the tremendous shortage of materials 
and was international in character. After 
the second world war progress was very 
much more on national lines. There was 
much more understanding now of the 
right use of materials. She had been 


interested to see the type of modern 
houses put up since 1950. We had had 
some extremely pleasant houses that were 
almost going back to the eighteenth 
century type of design, where pitched 
roofs blended pleasantly with their 
surroundings; there was more sense of 
harmony and more sense of colour. 

She also thought there was more 
appreciation today among architects of 
the use of space, of how families live, of 
the modern style of living and there was 
a very definite trend towards the greater 
equipping of houses with mechanical 
equipment. But building societies still 
tended to be out of date in their views 
of how a kitchen should be designed 
and not to realise that today people 
would want a refrigerator, a ~-vashing 
machine and perhaps a spin drye. - their 
kitchen. 

MR. DUNHAM hoped the ar -hi‘ectural 
profession and building indu- “Id 
never reach the stage wi ney 
would sit back and say, in regard to 
house planning, ‘ That is as far as we can 
go.’ He hoped that just as we looked 
back with admiration on the Georgian 
house, we would look back in years to 
come with admiration on the better type 
of modern house. He thought that on 
the whole progress had been made in 
design since the war, especially in making 
better use of the space available. For 
example, the planning of the living room 
was probably the most outstanding 
feature of modern house design. 


The Builder’s Viewpoint 

Support for the view of Mr. S. Wills 
and Mr. Dunham on this point was given 
by MR. WHITTINGTON, who added that the 
house builder learnt from hard experi- 
ence. He received very strong criticism 
these days, particularly from the ladies if 
the kitchen was not equipped in the 
manner they required. The general 
public was becoming far more educated in 
regard to housing needs. Much more 
thought was being given to the planning of 
the home. The problem of the house 
builder was that, while he was very much 
aware of what the public wanted in the 
matter of house design, he had to pro- 
duce it at a price the client could afford 
and therefore, whatever he would like to 
build as far as the space available and 
the equipment were concerned, he was 
placed in a difficult position owing to the 
high cost of producing a housing unit 
today. 

The position would be eased if building 
societies could be persuaded to grant 
larger mortgages for houses which were 
equipped with good heating systems, 
better plumbing and _ generally better 
planned than the average. 

MR. ANTHONY POTT, ARIBA, asked if 
there was more public demand for rented 
houses built by private enterprise than 
was catered for at present. 

MR. WHITTINGTON said his firm would 
like to build houses to rent again, but 
since the war it had been economically 
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impossible for the private builder to build 
houses to let at a present-day rent. It 
had been tried, but he did not think the 
developers in question had found it 
entirely satisfactory financially. In the 
Southampton area where he came from 
there was a large number of men who 
were officers on ships. They did not want 
to live in the Southampton area all their 
lives and preferred to rent their house or 
flat while they remained in the district. 
It was necessary to provide housing units 
for people of that kind, but his firm 
found it very difficult to do so. 

This question related to the type of 
industry we were going to have in this 
country, said MRS. WILLS. Were we going 
to have people moving about far more 
speedily from job to job than they did 
now? If they could be certain of finding 
accommodation in say, Giasgow, identi- 
cal with that which they occupied in 
Southampton, they could sell it to the 
next man who was to take over their 
job. But they had to take into con- 
sideration that the owner would have to 
keep the house in order. 

MR. DUNHAM thought the problem was 
largely a financial one. During the 
inflationary period since the war people 
had been able and ready to put down the 
money to buy a house, knowing that in 
four or five years’ time, if they wanted to 
sell, they would make quite a nice profit. 
He did not think there was great 
demand today for houses or flats to rent. 
The demand came more from the 
financiers who were looking for property, 
mostly flats, in built-up areas in which 
to put their money for letting. 

Another questioner asked if the panel 
did not agree that the builder wanted to 
remain a builder only and did not want 
to become a landlord too. 


Housing as an Investment 


MR. WHITTINGTON thought the builder 
had been forced into the position of being 
a builder and not a landlord. If he him- 
self were going to build for letting in the 
next three or four years he would make 
a careful study of the type of housing 
unit that would prove the soundest in- 
vestment. To build for this purpose 
would be impossible at the present time, 
but it might be possible in a few years. 
The type of housing unit he thought 
would be most suitable would be blocks 
of flats, because the cost of maintenance 
per flat would be less than for the indi- 
vidual house. 

MISS J. ADBURGHAM, LRIBA, asked about 
the fairly recent trend of purchasing, as 
distinct from renting, flats. Many of these 
today were bought before they were 
built, she said. 

MR. DUNHAM replied that this was a 
natural development that had taken place 
for various social and economic reasons. 
Many people now did not want to be tied 
to looking after a garden—they wanted 
to get into their cars and go out into the 
country in their spare time. Flat buying 
had been common in Scotland for years,

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but in England there seemed to be a 
prejudice against it on the part of the 
legal profession. One reason for flat- 
purchase was the compulsion, resulting 
from the shortage of land in towns, on 
builders to erect blocks of flats. 

A member of the audience volunteered 
the information that the position regard- 
ing the sale of:flats had largely been 
altered by a recent High Court case about 
Schedule A income tax. Before this case 
was decided the developer had been 
liable for the Schedule A tax on the 
whole of the premium that he charged 
on the flat and therefore stood to lose 
nearly half of it. 

MR. M. BOND asked if the team thought 
that the builder, who was the man who 
knew most about the use of materials and 
labour, was not more fitted to design a 
practical house than the architect? 

MRS. WILLS reminded the audience that 
Mr. Jellicoe, after three years’ battle near 
Guildford, withdrew from his project of 
designing houses, saying that the builder 
knew so much better what the public 
needed than he did. In many cases where 
one was trying to design to a very rigid 
economy limit the builder could tell you 
more about what the public wanted and 
how to build, say, 20 houses at a mini- 


mum cost to himself, but whether these 
houses would be as nice to live in as an 
architect-designed house she very much 
doubted. 

The architect fundamentally could do 
the job very much better than the 
builder, said MR. DUNHAM. From his own 
experience he had often found, where the 
builder had been building rows of 
houses, that he (Mr. Dunham) could still 
see where, say, £25 could be saved on 
each house on details. It was the builder’s 
experience in organising what sort of 
plan he was going to employ that should 
be taken into account when a house was 
going to be built. 

MR. WHITTINGTON said there was no 
doubt that building was a team job. His 
federation was keen that every house 
should be architect-designed. He was 
delighted to see that far more thought 
was being given by both architects and 
builders to the design of houses now than 
in the early post-war years. He would 
like to think that, in a short time, for 
every estate development that took place 
a panel of architects would be called in 
to advise on the design. 

Answering MR. WALLS (NH-BRC) Mr. 
WHITTINGTON Said a limit of £2,500 on the 
cost of a house did not allow the builder 


Conveyance of Wet Sand 


Summons Dismissed with 75 gns. Costs for Defendants 


MOLD magistrates recently dismissed a 
summons against a lorry driver alleged 
to have allowed water to drip from his 
lorry on to the roadway and awarded 75 
gns. costs against the prosecution. Ten 
other similar summonses were withdrawn 
by the prosecution. 

MR. ANDREW RANKIN, a Liverpool barris- 
ter, had asked for 150 gns. costs after 
criticising the prosecution for bringing 
charges under the Flintshire County by- 
laws which he said were ‘bad for 
duplicity.’ 

The defendant in the first case was 
alleged to have used on the highway a 
motor lorry laden with wet sand so that 
it created, or was likely to create, danger 
or nuisance to persons or traffic in that, 
by reason of the wetness of the load or 
the condition of the lorry, water dropped 
or leaked on to the highway. 

Mr. Rankin said the summons read 
rather like ‘ a treble chance football pool.’ 
He objected to the wording of the 
summons in that it was ‘* bad for dupli- 
city’ by alleging a number of separate 
offences on the same summons, and he 
submitted there was no case to answer. 

Dealing with the building industry, he 
said it was a particularly competitive 
trade, and Merseyside depended on its 
products for their building programme. 
Those prosecutions against drivers carry- 
ing that «ind of load were quite wrong 
and detrimental to the general welfare of 
the community. He submitted no 
nuisance had been proved after quoting 
legal authority for the definition of 
‘nuisance,’ and the bench accepted his 
submission and dismissed the summons. 

The bench refused to allow the other 
summonses to be re-phrased, and MR. 
G. P. GRIFFITHS, prosecuting for the 
police, thereupon withdrew them 


Asking for 150 gns. costs, MR. RANKIN 
said it behoved the prosecution to put 
their house in order and not put people 
to unnecessary expense. Special tests had 
been carried out to find out the amount 
of water falling on to the roadway from 
the loads. 

When MR. GRIFFITHS pointed out that 
the case had only taken one-and-a-half 
hours, MR. RANKIN retorted that members 
of the Bar were not paid by the hour, 
and the case had only taken that time 
because the prosecution had capitulated. 

The bench allowed 75 gns. costs. 

During the hearing of the case a 
policewoman said she saw the lorry 
approaching traffic lights with water 
dripping from it. As it stood still, water 
formed rivulets in the gutter. She agreed 
that no one was apparently put to any 
inconvenience, nor did any accident 
occur. 


Timber Roofs and Structural Frameworks 


TWO NEW publications have been issued 
by the Timber Development Association. 
The first is a booklet, ‘ Timber Roofs for 
Factory Buildings and the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act. 
1957,’ which sets out some of the uses of 
timber within the requirements of the 
Act. It also deals with certain restric- 
tions contained in the regulations which 
may affect the use of timber for factory 
roofs. A leaflet entitled ‘Some Points on 
the Fire Endurance of Timber Structural 
Frameworks,’ distinguishes between the 
fire endurance and the combustibility of 
structural materials and sets out the 
facts relating specifically to timber. 
Copies of these publications may be 
obtained without charge from the Asso- 
ciation at 21 College-hill, EC4. 
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to put in every electrical point that the 
best modern usage required. MRS. WILLS 
pointed out that in some rural areas one 
was limited in the amount of electricity 
one could use, and MR. DUNHAM thought 
architects and builders tended to be 
‘rather mean’ about the provision of 
electrical points. 


Basic Materials 
Prices Continue to Fall 


THE FALL in the prices of raw materials 
continued in March, the provisional index 
for materials and fuel used in manufac- 
turing industries being 0.8 per cent lower 
than in the previous month. The price 
of copper, which had shown an upward 
movement for some months, fell by 4 per 
cent and was with brass mainly respon- 
sible for the decrease of 0.2 per cent in 
the index of materials used in the 
mechanical engineering industries and of 
0.3 per cent in the index for electrical 
machinery materials. 

The March wholesale price index 
issued by the Board of Trade for all 
building and civil engineering materials 
at 145.8 showed a provisional decrease 
of 0.2 per cent from the figure for the 
previous month. The house-building 
materials index for March at 145.5 
remained static (June 30, 1949=100).

Novel use has been made of an EPOXIDE 
RESIN in the construction of a bridge on 
the recently-completed second section of 
the Neath by-pass. The bridge, a three- 
span continuous reinforced concrete 
structure, rests on Vee-supports which 
hinge on two reinforced concrete founda- 
tion beams supported on pre-stressed con- 
crete piles. It was originally intended 
that the lower ends of the Vee-support 
units should be fitted, when cast, with 
convex mild steel bearing plates which, 
on erection, would fit into concave steel 
plates cast in the concrete of the pile cap- 
ping beams. In practice, however, this 
proved difficult, for the necessary degree 
of accuracy in setting the bearing plates 
could not be obtained to ensure an 
acceptable fit of the plates on erection. 
The solution found was to create an arti- 


ficial gap between the plates, by inserting 
hard rubber strips of 3 in. thickness, and 
filling with a composition based on a 
liquid epoxide resin. This material has 
a high compressive strength and low 
shrinkage properties but it also develops 
a strong bond with steel and concrete and, 
to provide for the slight rotation of the 
support members under load, it was 
necessary to isolate the upper bearing 
plates from the resin by sheathing them 
with lead sheet. 

Preliminary trials had shown that the 
hot resin composition would completely 
fill the gap when poured from one side 
of the bearing and no difficulties were 
experienced with the use of the material 
on the site.

News in Brief 


The 1960 Reynolds Memorial Award 


THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS 
has announced that the $25,000 R. S. Rey- 
nolds Memorial Award has been made to 
the Swiss architect, Jean Tschumi, for his 
design of the Y-shaped, seven-storey 
Nestlé’s International Headquarters Byild- 
ings at Vevey, on the shore of Lake 
Geneva. The award is made annually by 
Reynolds Metals Company, USA (who are

Housing Shortage at Hull 


COMMENTING on Hull’s urgent need for 
council houses, Mr. Andrew Rankine, 
OBE, ARIBA, the city architect, said on 
April 11 that builders were trying hard, 
but there were not sufficient operatives 
engaged in house-building.

The Ordinary Annual General Meeting of Josiah Parkes

The following is an extract from his circulated review 


As forecast in my !etter to shareholders of [4th October, 1959, the 
vear’s trading has yielded a higher profit than was earned in the 
previous vear.

The increased turnover was well 
spread over the whole range of trading both home and export, and 
[ am particularly pleased by the strength of export demands, which, in 
the previous year had caused us some concern. The volume of busi- 
ness increased steadily throughout the year and the rise has continued 
into 1960. The order position is verv healthy, and although some 
delivery times are longer than we would wish, the situation is well 
under control and our standard of service to customers is being 
maintained 

Edwin Showell & Sons Ltd.: Considerable benefits were derived 
in 1959 from the re-organisation to which I referred in my review last 
year A reasonable profit was earned, turnover was increased, and 
there is every indication that even better results will be shewn in the 
current year. 

South African Company: [his subsidiary has again enjoyed a 
successful vear’s trading, both turnover and profits being weil main- 
tained 


Buildings and Plant 

Additions to buildings during the year mainly cover further payment 
in connection with the extensions to the Portobello factory A major 
portion of this extension was completed late in 1959 and is now being 
brought into use, and the remainder should be availabie by mid-year 
This will provide us with much needed floor space to meet the 
demands for increased output. Expenditure on new plant is again just

losing business to them ; 

For these reasons I would not in present circumstances, care to 
predict a continuation of the rising trend in earnings we have enjoyed 
in the last few years. We shall of course. use all our endeavours to 
offset rising costs by improvements in efficiency on all sides of the 
organisation, but beyond this we seem likely to be influenced by many 
factors outside our own control
